Dorothy Butts, 49, of Bethesda, 
Md., was found dead of a bullet 
wound six hours later in an auto 
outside the Bethesda police sta­ 
tion. 
Police said they

said one of them told of the 
slaving. 
Miss Mapper, a Bethesda resi­ 
dent who had been staying at 
the High Oaks Home for Chris­ 
tian Scientists, in the city’s Ger­

section,

dead by a nurse, Edith Barrett.

Difference of opinion, they say, makes horse races. 
It also makes foreign policy. 
The difficulty of achieving a public consensus on 
foreign policy in America is evident currently in the 
war in South Viet Nam. We inched into that one with 
good intentions of beefing up the efforts of little South 
Viet Nam to defend itself in a civil war and more par­ 
ticularly under attack by communists infiltrating from 
Communist North Viet Nam. 
Now we’ve got some fighting men in South Viet 
Nam and they’re bombing targets in North Viet Nam 
to try and convince the North Vietnamese that they 
can’t take over South Viet Nam without ifs permission.

Our escalation (extension) of the war into North 
Viet Nam by our bombing raids enlarges the threat 
of involvement in a big war. of course. It has led to a 
call from 152 Yale University professors to abandon 
escalation, and our attacks on North v iet Nam and 
immediately withdraw U.S. troops. 
A group of University of Michigan professors 
planned a one-day walkout from their classes in a pro­ 
test against U.S. policy in Viet Nam, but called off the 
walkout under pressures from the Governor’s office and 
elsewhere. 
The public mood of America on the issue seems 
to be one of regret that we got involved, but reluctant 
determination to see it out honorably. 
The current 
Issue of the Saturday Evening Post carries two articles 
which show U.S. opinion on the issue at their polar 
limits.

U.S. Senator Frank Church (D-Idaho) writes that 
neither side can win in Viet Nam and that the only 
prospect for a solution is the conference table. He sug­ 
gests that everyone knows that peace can be restored 
only by a political settlement but that both sides de­ 
mand that the other surrender before negotiations are 
started. 
Church says that we dominate the Pacific and that 
Red China can’t menace us in that theater any more 
than we can deny her her leadership on the continent 
of Asia. He says Communist North Viet Nam doesn’t 
take orders from Red China and doesn’t want to be 
engulfed by it and that when we make peace impos­ 
sible for her we push her deeper into the clutches of 
Peking and threaten the hope of independence of the 
other little nations of Asia. 
“ We only deceive ourselves when we pretend that 
the struggle in Viet Nam is not a civil war,” says 
Church . . . “ the issue is still that of determining what 
groups of Vietnamese shall govern the country.”

Stewart Alsop writes in the same issue “ If the 
war were really a civil war within South Viet Nam it 
would be possible to foresee a time when the Viet Cong 
(communist guerrillas) would be whitttled down to 
manageable proportions . . . in fact the Viet Cong would 
already have been whittled down to size if the North 
Vietnamese communists had not replaced the Viet 
Cong’s losses . . . Some 40,000 trained men were infil­ 
trated from North Viet Nam into South Viet Nam in 
the last three years.” 
While the Viet Cong can draw on unlimited re­ 
serves from North Viet Nam, the war can’t be won 
by South Viet Nam with the help of the United States, 
and that’s why President Johnson has escalated it into 
North Viet Nam, reasoning that if the cost of victory 
gets too high the Reds may not buy it. 
The cost: 111 American lives at the time of writ­ 
ing, 7,000 South Vietnamese lives. For these deaths the 
Viet Cong paid with 17.000 of their men killed out of 
an army of about 100.000; a 17 per cent killed rate 
compared to the 2 per cent rate in South Viet Nam.

The United States insists on bargaining from 
strength in Asia. It has made the war much more costly 
for the Communists than for Saigon and this should 
not imperil the chance of p>eace unless there was no 
real hop>e for p>eace anyway.
